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At  the  Albert  R.  Mann  Library  at  Cornell  University,  a commitment 
has  been  made  to  teach  students  and  faculty  to  do  their  own 
computer  searches  of  bibliographic  databases  on  the  new, 
user-friendly  systems.  A pilot  group  of  15  graduate  students  and 
faculty  enrolled  in  a Computer  Literacy  Workshop  were  introduced 
to  the  concepts  of  online  bibliographic  searching  and  later 
individually  performed  their  searches  on  BRS  (Bibliographic 
Retrieval  Service)  After  Dark. 


The  exploding  market  in  home  or  office  personal  computers  is 
beginning  to  affect  the  way  people  access  Information  sources 
formerly  thought  to  be  in  the  library's  domain.  Within  the 
recent  past,  four  new  bibliographic  search  systems  have  been 
developed  for  personal  computers  that  should  have  lasting 
implications  for  the  library's  role  in  information  delivery.  The 
systems  are:  BRS  After  Dark,  Knowledge  Index  (Dialog),  Sci-Mate 

(ISI),  and  Search  Helper  (Information  Access).  As  individuals 
begin  to  search  bibliographic  databases  like  AGRICOLA  on  th;e1r 
own  personal  computers,  the  library's  role  in  providing  sira/ches 
may  greatly  diminish.  If  librarians  see  this  movement  as^^j 
opportunity  for  providing  users  with  the  background  they  meed  to 
do  efficient,  sophisticated  searches,  they  msy  pr§J;lt  frorpitliis 
change  rather  than  find  themselves  left  behind  as  relics-df;  an 
earlier  Information  age.

It  was  decided  that  teaching  students  to  do  theircown  onlme^: 
information  retrieval  would  be  a valuable  component  of  a computer 
literacy  workshop.  The  1 1/2-hour  class  session  included 
general  description  of  online  searching  of  bibliographic  T: 

databases  and  highlighted  such  concepts  as  choice  of  vendor, 
choice  of  databases,  search  strategy,  controlled  vocabularies  and 
keywords.  Boolean  operators,  input,  and  output.  The  relationship 
of  the  databases  to  printed  counterparts  was  explained,  and  the 
advantages  and  disadvantages  of  using  the  online  version  were 
exp  I or ed. 


The  class  participants  were  given  an  explanation  of  some  of  the 
features  of  five  different  systems;  Dialog,  BRS,  Knowledge 
Index,  BRS  After  Dark,  and  Sci-Mate.  The  comparison  emphasized 
such  factors  as  number  of  databases,  hours  of  availability,  cost 
(start-up  and  online),  command  or  menu-driven,  possibility  of 
online  ordering  of  documents,  special  features,  and  limitations. 


The  inclass  demonstration  of  BRS  After  Dark  occurred  during  hours 
outside  the  normal  operation  of  the  system.  A special  password 
was  obtained  from  BRS  to  enable  the  demonstration  to  be  given. 
Each  segnent  of  the  menu-driven  system  was  demonstrated,  and  then 
student  volunteers  performed  several  pre-constr ucted  sample 
searches  to  illustrate  various  search  strategy  Concepts. 


After  a re-cap  of  the  most  significant  concepts  described  in  the 
class,  students  were  given  guidelines  for  their  follow-up 
assignment.  Each  participant  was  asked  to  develop  a search 
strategy  on  a topic  of  his  or  her  choice  and  to  execute  the 
search  on  BRS  After  Dark.  In  this  pilot  program,  students  were 
given  by  the  library  1 /2-hour  of  free  time  on  any  database(s). 
Students  signed  up  for  an  appointment  time  and  generally 
completed  their  searches  with  ease. 


Future  plans  are  to  expand  the  number  of  students  reached  by 
integrating  end-user  searching  into  other  library  instruction 
sessions.  A future  microcomputer  lab  currently  under  development 
in  the  library  will  allow  for  walk-in,  fee-based  searching  of 
online  bibliographic  databases  by  end  users.
